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Canadian Roads 
Torn Up fo Send 
Rails to France 


Hundreds of Miles of 
Tracks Will Be Used 
! for Armies. 


{ 
Ottawa, Ont., Dec. 18.—Canada has 
begun to tear up 1,000 miles of railway 
to meet the needs of the war on the 
western front in France and Belgium, it 
was learned tonight. The rails will be 
shipped to France, where they will be 
relaid to facilitate the movement of 
troops, guns, munitions, and supplies 
from French ports to the fighting line. 
Laborers are tearing up 300 miles of 
government railway sidings, and it has 
been decided to remove 220 miles of rails 
between Edmonton and the Pacific 
coast, where the Canadian Northern and 
Grand Trunk Pacific run parallel. Traf- 
fic will be thrown upon one of these 
lines. | 
One Cargo on Way. 

It is expected that some of the rails 
to be sent to France will be obtained 
from the Transcontinental railway and 
the Hudson Bay railway. It ie stated 
that twenty miles of rails will load 
one steamer. One cargo already is 
on the way to the seaboard, it is said, 

In sending a call to Canada last week 
| for rails, it was said British government 
authorities represented that prompt ac- 


was tmpossible 0 obtain new rails, 
owing to the great demand for steel 
to menufacture shells. 

An official was sent to New York, 
where he conferred with Frank 
Cochrane, Canadian minister of rail- 
ways, who directed F. P. Gutelius, man- 
ager of the government railways, to do 
all possible. Mr. Gutelius thereupon set 
men at work tearing up 300 miles of 
sidings.

AS FOE PURSUES 


Capt. Boelke’s Reports Reveal 
Many Feats of Daring and 
Skill in Ar Fights. 


| BERLIN, Dec. 18.—The story of a dead 
enemy airman, whose machine con- 
| tinued to circle evenly in the skies long 
after the combat ended, is one of the 
narratives related in the personal re- 
ports of Capt. Boelke, which have just 
been made public. 
_ The reports cover the entire fighting 
career of Germany's hero of the air, 
during which he brought down forty 
hostile airplanes and which ended with 
his death on Oct. 29. 
| Interlardea in the tales are many 
phrases of praise paid by the German 
sky fighter to those of his foes whb en- 
gaged in special feats of daring or pilot- 
ship in the sky. 


Flight of Dead Man. 

| The grewsome incident of the dead 
fighter came on Oct. 8 of this year dur- 
‘ing one of Boelke's last raids. He en- 
gaged an entente aviator in duel, and 
| they poured stream after stream of lead 
back and forth as they circled above | 
the battle lines. 
| “I wondered at the stubbornneés of 
the enemy.“ the report continued, con- 
sidering that he must have been finished 
a long time ago, but he continued to 
circle in the same fashion. Reason told 
me the man must be dead and that the 
machine was being maintained in its 
right position only by the rubber, bands 
at the helm Therefore I approached 
closely and saw the occupant of the 
machine leaning toward the right side, 
dead. The airplane bore the number 
7,496. 

“The horrible picture left me un- 
shaken. I let the man alone and at- 
tacked the next one.” 


Climbs on Aero Wing. 

Many times hostile machines, after 
being crippled by gunfire, made seem- 
ingly incredible efforts to escape. On 
March 4, 1916, Boelke reported: 

“ Again I approached the enemy, who 
had already been violently fired upon. 
Then I saw something most peculiar, 
The observer had climbed upon the left 
wing of the machine and was clinging to 
the supports. He looked at me and 
waved his hand. I had shot away a 
piece of the helm and the machine had 
pitched downward. In order to get it 
in balance the observer had seated him- 
self on the wing.” 


Honor to His Enemies. 
An example of chivairy is to the ef- 


adversary Boelke made several rounds 
of honor over the place where his en- 
emy had fallen. A round of honor” 
among aviators is a mark of courtesy to 
a fallen brave enemy. 

Poelke himself decorated the place 
where the enemy aviator had been buried 
with military honors with a bunch 
of red, white, and b flowers. 

One of Boelke's most remarkable qual- 
ities was his respect for an enemy and 
he. repeatedly used phrases like the 
following: “A British aviator really 
flew home at a height of 100 yards above 
our trenches. He was a smart chap. 
That is not likely to be done by an- 
other.“

both are wholesale quotations, it would 
appear that, taking An average price 
of $1.60 here, we pay for potatoes nearly 
twice the price they pay in Germany, 
and we have been paying recently $2@ 
2.25 a bushel. You see it is quite easy 
to pick out high priced and low priced 
articles in any country. We pay less 
for meat than they do in Germany, but 
we pay more for bread and potatoes, and 
while bread has always been considered 
the staff of life, potatoes have become so 
of late. when we cannot buy them 30 
cheap any more. 

„ K.“ speaks of bread being mixed 
with potatoes and being always moist. 
He seems to be igriorant of the fact that 
potatoes are used to a great extent in 
this country in making bread, and that 
it never harms bread to be moist. He 
never will live long enough to learn 
from experience that “ just a bread and 
potato diet makes people “ morally 
and physically deficient.” The Irish,

Mason City, III., Dec. 18.—[{Special. }— 
Charles L. Thomas and his brother Ed- 
ward Thomas, known as Jack.“ were 
arrested today in connection with the 
murder Saturday night of Mr. and Mrs. 
John P. Becker, wealthy octogenarians, 
at their farm home near Mason City. 

Charles Thomas is 30 years old, mar- 
ried, and the father of one child. He 
lives on a farm belonging to William 
Becker, a son of the murdered couple. 
His house is 4 mile across the fields and 
3 of the scene of the double kill - 


Jack Thomas is 13 years old, slight, 
blue eyed, with the looks of an “ angel 
child.” 

In Charles Thomas’ home was found 
a .22 caliber repeating rifle. Its maga- 
zine had a fourteen shell capacity, Four~ 


in the murder of the Beckers. Eleven 
empty shells were found in the after- 
noon trodden in the ground beneath a

Walter Mangold of Mason City, 25 
years old, grandson of the Beckers, was 
kept under surveillance all day, after 
bloodhounds had tracked him down at 
the end of an eight mile trail. At the 
end of the day, however, it was gen- 
erally believed he had no complicity in 
the crime. 

Day’s Developments. 

The day's investigation resulted in the 
following disclosures: 

The murderers are believed to have 
escaped with loot estimated at between 
$10,000 and $15,000. | 

Bloody finger prints were found on the 
white porcelain door knob of the bed- 
room in which the bodies were found. 
The knob was removed and will be sent 
to the Pinkerton agency in Chicago. 

Of the large sum of money which it 
is known he usually kept in his house 
only $300 in cash was found after the 
‘tragedy. A check for §600 made out by 
I. M. Parr and indorsed by Mr. Becker 
| was fastened five feet from the floor in 
| the craek of the door between the sitting 
and bedrooms. A draft for §800 on the 
New Farmers’ State bank of Mason City 
was left behind by the robbers.
